For vnlelſe there 
were arcſurreCtion of the dead, and 
an immortal lifero be obrainedatter 
this our pilgrimage, why ſhould we 
live in jcopardy enery howre, & lut- 
fer ſuch perſecution in chis world,'& 
not rather follow the rules of the E- 
picures, cate, drinke, for tomorrow

engrave the Epiraph of Serdaveps-

Then Ma» 
decheasneede not feare proude am- 
bitious amen. Then 7oſephs teete 
ſhalnot be pinched and hurt in the 
ſocks. 

Then the VViddowe of Serep- 
fa may caft away her cruſe and her 
meale, for (hee ſhal be ſatisfied vvith 
heanenly manna. Then may the bleſ- 
ſed Father Saint Terome take his reſt, 
who in his watchings made no dit- 
ference berweene dayes and nights, 

bea- 
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beating his breaſt in his devour pray. 
ers, and fighting againſtthe violence 
of the old {erpent, 

Then Teremy need not renew his 
tragicall note in his prophecie, ſay- 
ing; Othat my h:ad were a well of 
vvater, and my eye-lidds ſountaines 
of teares, that I might weepe day & 
night for the ſlaine of the Da::gi.cers 
of my people. 

Then may the ſtout harted Soul- 
diers lay downe theyr (words and 
ſpears, for theie is a region of peace, 
and a place of rranquiluie : for every 
one inthat Cittie, enioy the fruice of 
ſweet peace.

ries coldneſſe, but in heauen there 
ſhal ſuch vnexpeQed bliſle (ſhine vp- 
pon vs, that all the parts of our body 
and (oule ſhal be miraculouſly cheri- 
ſhed with the lightning of telicitie. 
Iathis world , it the whole worthi- 
neſſe of all humane creatures vvere 
compriſed jn the globe of one mans 
breaſt, yet were not that one man ſo 
happy, as the leaſt Saint.in Heauea, 
In this world wee arc but as it vvere 
ſhips without a Pylot, rumbljng vp 
and downe in vncertaine waues, till 
we runne vpon the rocks of ſclte de- 
uifion, or bee ouerthrowne by the 
ſtormie winde of forraine invalion : 


Inthis VVorld weare but as it were 
eni{- ? 
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renisbals, toſſed by the racked of in- 
iurious fortune, but in heauen vve 
need not feare the rempeſts of adver- 
ſitie, for there wee ſhall dwell vwih 
Saints vnited in perfeQion ; there we 
ſhall raſt the golden fruite of bleſſed 
ſoules: there wee ſhal have Chriſt a 
guide vato our waies, and a Gardian 
to our perſons; there Chriſt (hall be 
light vntoour eyes, muſick vato our 
ares, (weetnestoour taſt , content- 
ment to our ſoules.

namely, an cuerlafting life, and an 
immortall crowne of glory. 

Now therefore, {th | have ( as it 
were) lighted a cand'cto the glori- 
ous ſur-(hineof this heauenly glorie, 
which cannot any way be better (ha- 
dowed out,with the beſt penlil,then 
by coucring it quer with the vaile of 
ſtlence, I will ſpeake but veric little 
more concerning this happines, bur 


will onely cowpyxe the — - 
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helltothe joyes of heauen, For as 
beautic ſcemes more excellent, when 
it is paralelled with deformitie, ſo wil 
heauen ſhow more glorious when ir 
js compared to hell. For asit is anax- 
jome with the Logiciaris, Of con- 
rrarie things the reaſon is contrarie: 
ſo in this contrarictie in heauen, and 
in hell, hee which doth perceiue the 
iqyes in heauen, may ealily conicc- 
ture at the torments 1n hell, 

If the ioyes in heauen cannot bee 
expreſſed by the tongues of Angells, 
thenthe torments of hell cannot be 
declared by the beſt Orator. For as 
thoſe two places be diſtant in quali- 
tie, ſo their ioyes and paines be equall 
inquamtitie. If that the joyes of hea- 
ven be infinice,the paines of hel muſt 
conſequently followe to be infinite. 
Now then , (ith theſe two oppolite 
places bee diſtinguiſhed with ſuch a 
contrarietie, the joyes of the one &- 
very man would gladly enjoy , the 
| paines 
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painesof the other, cucry man wo 
willingly eſcheve , it followeth thar 
thisis the greateſt impediment for a 
man,not willingly to welcome death, 
b:cauſe he 1s wonderfully afraid, leaſt 
he ſhould bee punniſhed:for his ſinnes 
in theſe hcelliſh rorments : theſe ror 
ments doe ingender ſuch a feare ina 
man, that hee horridly quaketh at the 
mcntion of death. - 

For when a man ſtall recount with 
himſclfe that he offered the May cro 
of is life to the denill, that hee Gacrife 
ccd his blooming yeares to the ſeruice 
of the deuill , and that now the flow- 
ers ofhis youth are blaſtcd , the fruie 
perriſt,the body of the Tree growerh 
ro decay , then hee ſhall rhinke with 
himſelte , that hee being voydeof the 
ſap of good fruites, ſhall become fuell 
for hell fire . VV hen ke ſhall lic on his 
deparring bed,burdened with the hea- 
uy loade ofhis treſpaſſcs , and vexed 


with the worme of conſcience , and 
fecting 
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Ehing the crampe ofdeath wreſting 
his harrs ſtrings , and ready i 
in his finallyoyage,and not farre from 
the period ofhis daics . Oh how hee 
be diſtratcd in hs ſenſes , when 
he ſhould make a free param ar. 
and ſoule ro God, and by 
ment todiſpach the whole menage of 
all erernitie , and of the treaſures of 
heauen : Oh how ſhall he bee mared, 
when he ſhall conſider, how the mor- 
ning pleaſures of his youth lulled him 


2 ſleepe in {inne, how the violeat heat 


of the noone of his age did prouoke 
and excite {infull affetions,and there- 
fore in the coole and calme of his cue- 
ning, how can hee hope toreture toa 
Chriſtian reſt , and cloſe vp the day 
of his like with a cleare ſunſet, wan- 
ting the light of grace, withour which 
cuery ane ſhall abide in | 
darkeneſle . Theſe conſiderations I 
fay, will make a man tremble atthe 
mention of dcath : for peccati fiipendi- 
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aw mors.thereward of finne is death, 
and theſe rormnents in hell firez there- 
fore when hce ſhall thinke with him- 
(elfe,that the moſt verruons,can ſcaree 
attaine to heauen in monuntenance of 
yeares , whoſe lines weredicd in the 
beautifull graine of verrue, how then 
ſhall hee wretched ſinner hopern ob- 
taincheauen, ſince all his life rim: hee 
hath perſeucred in ſinne, 8 that now 
death hauing taken away abilitie in 
finning, and left himto thelees of his 
dying daics, how ſhall h- bzleiue ro be 
infranchiſed in thar h:auenly Cirry, 
which is not ſo penurious of friends, 
that it ſhonld bee made falable for the 
refuſe and reuerſion of euzry ſinners 
life. A King which hath liucd like an 
Epicure heere vppon carth,and in no- 
thinz tooke 4elivhe, bur like a Nero 
to reſle the innocent ; ſhall nor 
inioy the heauenly happineſſe.(For 2s 4+ 
Bernard (aith) It is impoGible to ioyne 
preſent, mnffmoecelights. Andi 
x 
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the ſame father in another place ad. 
deth. He thatis fed with carthly plea- 
ſures,ts countcd vnworthy of eternall 
joycs3 The ſhining utle of worldly 
glory, ſhall nothing helpc to the hap. 
pines of tharlife: they belike bladders 
which are puitcd vp with thewinde 
ofproſperine, and only doe affe@ the 
ſmoke of vaiac glory ; they doe not 
obſcrue the precept , giuen by Moſes 
vato Princes,Pruces muſt reade the 
Lawe all the daics of their ltues,and as 
Joſs, lctnot the booke of this Lawe 
depart out ofthy mouth , bur record 
thercin day and night. Their Lawes 
ſhould be axioms, ariſing our of their 
owne deedes, but they them.{c}ues are 
the readieſtto infring the lame. Now 
then when the leal(c of the lines of 
theſe Stewards, who hold all their 
poſleſsions by (eruice, is expired, and 
ſhall be ſummoned by death , to ap- 
pcare before their Land-lord to giug 
there accounts, how beneficially mY 
us 
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have imployed their talents, then = 
will beginneto haue a fecling ſenſe of 
there owne miſerie, ſecing how ill 
they did gouerne the people, ouer the 
which the Lord had made them ouer- 
(cers. 

We reade that Dauid being choſen 
of God, to feede his people in [acob, 
and his in herirance in[ſracll, did 
feedethem according to the {implici- 
ty of his hart , and guided thee by 


the diſcretionof his handes-. Theſe 


Dauids be few now adaics ; and as the 
Pocth faith, 
Rex bonns eft ſapiens ,qualem vix rep- 
perit vnam, 
CMellibus e cunttis bominum conſul- 
tw Apollo. 
A good King and wiſe, ſuch a one 
as Apollo, becing azked counſell of, 
coulde ſcarce finde one among all 


men. 
Yerthanks be givento God, who 
by his bleſſed prouidence hath clec- 


Q red 
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ced a fecond David to raigne over | 
vs, whoſe loynes are girded- with 
rightcouſneſſe, and taithfulnefle the 
buckle of his raines: in whoſethrone 
Aﬀraa (irs weying every mans mer- 
rits by the equall ballance of their ac- 
tions, whoſe minde is invironed + 
gainſt vice, with checlecre ſtreames 
of (weet vertue, And therefore, fih 
it hath pleaſed God to ſet a remporal 
Atranſnory crowne of glorie on his 
head, he needs not feare, but thatin 
the world to come, he ſhall be crow- 
ned with a farre ſurpaſsing weight of 
glorie,& there ſhall raſtthe heavenly 
Manna,and drinke the nectar of oy: 
Bur as for other Princes, who heere 
doetaſt the Roſes of proſperitie, (hal 
inthe world rocome, for their wic- 
kedneſſe drinke the worme-wood of 
aduerſitic : when they ſhall recount 
with themſelues, that they have tou- 
ched the Lords annointed, and done 
his Prophers harme , —_

therleſſe, elled the Ws, 
prophaned the ſanctuary of God, & 
onely delighted themſelues with the 
vaine pope of this world, how can 
they hope that their impure ſoules 
ſhoulde bee tranſlated to this pure 
place of endleſſe comfort ? So like- 
wiſe to deſcend lower by alineall de- 
gree,throughout all the pedigrees of 
men, Behold the Minifterie , who 
havetheouer-{1ght of our ſoules, ſee 
if they can boldly rua vnto the goale 
of death , who have not ledde theyr 
lines according to their inioyned vo- 
cations, The Miniſters, which (hould 
hauetwo eyes, (as Gregory ſaith) one 
of famous learning , the other of an 
vpright & godly life ; many of them 
haue one oFehele eyes, bur want the 
ether. And asthe ſame Gregory ſaith, 
Many declarethat in wordes, vvhich 
in life and manners they goe againſt. 
Theſe haue the eye of learning, bur 


want the eye of honeſt lite, Yea ma» 
D, nie 
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nie areblinde of both eyes, but they 
be worſe then the former : Forthe 
Miniſters ſhould by their endeuovurs 
and honeſt couerſation, reclaimethe 
wicked fromthe brink of perdition, 
they ſhould inuent medicinable re- 
ceits againſt the goſtly maladies of 
ſinners : they ſhould in the generall 
famine of ſpirituall foode, prepare 
with 7oſeph abundance of the breade 
of Angels , for the repaſt of tlicyr 
ſoules. 
Yea, they ſhould ſtudie ſpirituall 
Phiſicke,and betravelled in the ſcru- 
tinie of the ſoules diſcaſes,and be ac- 
quainted with the beating and tem- 
of every mans pulſe: they ſhou'd 
purge theyr flock from the lcaprolie 
of linne; they ſhould lift vp cheyr 
voycelike a trumper, and (hewe the 
people their offences, and the houſe 
of 7acob ctheyr ſinnes.

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and proclaime peace. The 

light of the VVorlde, the ſalt of the 
earth ; they be watch-men , which 
for Sions ſake ſhould not holde theyr 
rongues,& for [eruſalems ſake ſhould 
norceaſe. 

Nowe when they ſhall remember 
that they haue beene dumbe dogges, 
which did not bark, whe the wolues 
did teare their flocks, And as Gregory 
faith, Thou haſt ſcene the wolfe and 
haſt eſcaped, ſaying,by chance I haue 
eſcaped all : Thou haſt eſcaped be- 
cauſe thou haſt kept ſilence : Thou 
haſt been heere in body , thou haſt 
eſcaped in ſpirit, 

Or as Saint Bernerd faith , when 
they ſhall remember, they were Aſ#- 
niftriChrifti, ſed = anti Chrifti, oc 
callto mind the ſtraight commande- 


met giuen by chriſtro Peter,co feede 
Chriſtes flocke, and they haue been 
rather wolues thEſhepheards, which 


did rather fleece and oppreflethem,

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then prote& therp : when they did 
imitate, Souldiers in habit, husband- 
men in gaine, indcede they were nei- 
ther, becauſe they did neither fight 
againſt the W olucs as Souldicrs,nor 
as husbandmen labour in Gods Vine- 
yarde, nr as Clarkes preach the Gof- 
pclliathe Church,and white they de- 
ſire both, thzy contound both . As 
Bernard(aith : therefore their conſci-

behold their graſſe waſted, their 
grapes gathered , thcir houſe broken, 
and nothing remaining bur the ſtocke 
of the grapes , the skinne of the fleth, 
and bur one only blaſt of life, yernot- 
withſtanding they will ay with Calh- 
machss, | am too old to liuc, and too 
young to dic; and they are afraid to 
doſcvp theit cics , when they heare 
the Bell of death knelling in their 
cares : bur had rather fight ſtill in this 
Campe of miſcric,then by deaths paſ- 
pot , to bee conducted out of this 
world. They had rather with Ariffip- 
pus prolong lik. , then with Socrates

yicldto dic; and thecauſcs bee theſe; 
becauſe they hauc not beene caretull 
in their funftions , but hauc bcene 
careleſſe in their liues,diflolute in their 
ations: they were not the inſtruments 
of God, hauing a ſound to teach well, 
bur the bones of the dewll , becauſe 
they did want the fecling : and there- 
fore chey hauing deuored their liues, 
only to the deuill,their conſcience doe 
aſlure chem, that they hauing gorged 
the deuill , with the faireſt frures of 
cheirliues , God will not feede vppon 
the ſcrappes of his leauings, & gleanc 
the reproofe of his harueſt, and there- 
fore they bee vnwilling to depart our 
of this life. 

Burto paſſe ouer the fpirituall go- 
uernors, and come to ciucll Magji- 
ſtrates : The Lawyers thcy make the 
lawes and ſtatutes limerwiggs , to 
catch the ſimple, which ſhould bee as 
ir were Sca-markes to auoyde ſhip- 
wracke, for ignorant paſſengers; they

And (as //idorss 
faith) chrough the loue of deſire, lawes 
arc of no force, hee thathath to giue, 
hath alſo ro goucrne . And (as Saint 
Auguſtine ſaith) a fat Hen doth more 
preuaile with Tudges then iuſtice,and 
money morethen innocencie . They 
will not regard any plea , vnleſle the 
cuidence containes golden cloquence. 
Bur there is = commaunde- 
ment giuen them in Deutronomie, 
Wi reſt not the law,nor know any per- 
ſon, neither take any rewards, for 
giftes, blind the wiſe , andperuert 
the words ofthe rightcous:& as there 
isa common axiom among the Ca- 

nogilts , Ni wire won debes of accepriro

onerws : the Iudges,and Lawyers 
Fee not regard = great men 
more then the poore, nor the plain. 
tifes bagges , more then the defen- 
dants,in forma. pauperis.\/ oc be vnto 
them that make vnrightcous lawes, 
whereby the poore arc oppreſlcd. 
W oe vnto that abominable Citric, 
 whoſcRulers arc as roaring Lyons, 
whole ITudges are as W olues inthe 
Eucning : theſe threatnings out of the 
Scripture , will make the Lawyers ti- 
merous todie, when they ſhall rc- 
count with themſclues , how oft they 
hauec trangreſſed theſe diuine lawes, 
how many bribes they haue reccjued 
to glue yniuſt ſentence, how oft they 
haue ſtopt their cares, againſt the cric 
ofthe necdie, how ott they hauc 
heard the accuſer, & would not hear- 
ken tothe accuſed.

W hen 
I ay they' ſhall record their publicke 
and priuate iniuries, their conniuence 
at manifeſt faults, and roo much 
ſcueritic at ſmall crimes, their vnlaw- 
tullcondemnations, and thcir partial 
abſolucions,I lay theſe committed of- 
fences will ſo exanimatc them , and 
ſtrike ſucha terror into them , when

Sch Marchants , whoſc craficktis 
to toile , whoſe wealth traſh , whoſe 
gaine mileric : they I lay, arc vnwil- 
ling to depart this life, becaulc by their 
fraudulent dealings, they haue pur- 
chaſed an ll -= Job , which Lek 
make them fleepe hike the Nightin- 
galls,who alwaics -4 with a prickt 
againſt cheir breſt, ſo doc they leepe, 
or rather ſlumber , hauing apricking 
conſcience. It alwaies regiſtreth their 
mildeedes , thowing them their of- 
fences, and {o they haue no confident 
perſwaſion that their clefion is ſure. 
Alſo the husbandmen,who haue long 
time wllzd the carth, and by the ſweat 
of their labours , hauc increaſed their 
worldly poſleſsions, & now percciuc 
by the infirmitie of their body, 
they bee notable any more to endure 
the churliſh entertainment of the 
world, 


world , or toprolong the tedious line 
of life, and recount with themlclues 
whar infinite paines they hane vnder- 
gone , forto obtaine worldly riches, 
and neucr laboured one houre in the 
ficld of Gods Church , to poſleſſe 
lxancnly treaſures, ſowing the ſecdes 
of repentant ſorrowe , and watering 
chem with the tcares of contricion, 
thar they might reape a more bench- 
ciall harueſt , and gather the fruits of 
cndlefle comforr. 

Then they will thinke with them 
ſelues, that it is an vnſcaſonable time 
to alter the courſe of their vnthri-

but whe this fraile morrall life ſeemes 
to haue broke her wings by theforce 
of death, then preſently as immorrall 
ſhee taketh her flight, and lands at a 
good port : V Vhy therefore ſhould 
wee deſire toadde morefeathers to 
the wings of time, (ith after our dil. 
ſolution we ſhal be madeliuely mem- 
bers, fully knit in our body Chriſt 
Jeſus. 

Ay but a man will ſay, if I were 
fully perſwaded, that I ſhould bee 
made partaker of this heauenlic life, 
I wouldwillingly deſireto dic , and 
wiſh that the feeble threds of my life 
would euery howre vatwine: Buc 
now my guiltie conſcience doth ac- 
cule mee, my ill ledde life doth terri- 
fieme, and all my wicked deedes doe 
ſo moleſt my mind, that I am afraide 
rodie, Surethis ſcrious conliderati- 


on of our former offences, dooth 
much 


62 Deaths welcome, 
much amaze a good grounded chri. 
ftian, when hee lies vppon his dyi 

bed, wayting for the rufull diuorce- 
ment of his body and ſoule, hauing a 
fertered conſcience, which alwates 
will aſſure him, that he hauing been 
a ſluggiſh drone in the hive of Chri- 
ſtes Church, ſhall notraſtthe ſweet- 
nes of pleaſure, nor the honycombe 
of comfort in the heauenly City, 
bur hee ſhall bee glutred with the 


ſower grape of perſecution, of Gods | 


wrath, and theſe helliſh rorments: 
that he hauing been a careleſſe Mar- 
riner inthis world , and alwaies the 
ſhippeof bis body remaining in the 
ſcope of the wicked wind and vvea- 
ther of this world, the Pirate rhe de- 
vill hall make ſhipwracke of his ſal- 
uation, and ſo hee perriſh vppon the 
rocks of eternail ruine. 

Burt againſt all theſe deſperable con-

ſcience. Inthe whole courſe of thy 
life ſo line, that thou maiſt haue a ſe- 
cureconſcience: for thou muſt liue 
herefor a time in ſuch ſort,that thou 
dying godly,maiſt livefor cuer. VVe 
muſt die that wee may liue, and wee 
moſt liue that wee may die well, If 
thou liveſt well, chou ſhalt die vvell, 
and thou ſhalt live wel, if thou dooft 
follow the holy courſe which Saint 
Hierome obſerued, V Vhether Ieate 
or drinke (ſaith hee) or what ſocuer 
elsI doe, alwaies that ſameterrible 
trumpet ſoundeth in mine cares, A- 
riſe you that be dead, and come to 
iudgement. For as the ſame Father 
ſaith in another place, He eaſily con- 
remneth all things, that doth alwaies 
thinkethat he ſhall die. 

For he —_— rakes the = 
mory of death for his vnſeparab 
trout and bitter ſighs for his chyt- 


dren, and holy compunCtion for his 
mother, 


mocher todepure him from his 
neſſe, he which haterh rey. 


fefly, fauorcth godlineſle zealouſly, 
endevoreth to amend his life ſerioul- 
ly , obcieth his ſuperiors g)adly, and 
bearcth Chriſts croſle paticutly,ſhow- 
eth good tokens that hee will die a 
ood Chriſtian: ſuch a mannceds noe 
care the mentian of death,nor neede 
his ſoule weepe in ſecrer , nor hiseics 
drop downe tearcs , for hee may bee 
ecrtaine that he is one of thar perdeſti- 
nated company , which ſball rat 
for cucrmore . Bur as for aman 


bath liucd difſolutely, & chroughthe - 


whole courſe of his life, hath beene a 
notorious ſi2ncr,, yet for all thathee 
necds not diſpair:; tor Chriſt was noe 
ſurpriſcd with a rauing feuer , when 
jn the tragedi: of his paſsion,he made

rcd his deereſt vaincs to be launced,to
